GREGORY BUTLER, from Belleville, Ontario, began his pianistic 
studies at the age of five. After extensive study in Toronto 
with Mona Bates, Butler attended the Eastman School of Music 
of the University of Rochester from which he graduated with a 
Doctor of Musical Arts degre in Performance and Literature. 

His teachers were José Echaniz and Eugene List and his doctoral 
dissertation explored The Five Piano Sonatas of Harry Somers. 


Butler's playing, which has won him many Canada Council Grants 
and numerous Canadian and American competitions, has taken 

him to every major city in Canada and many in the United States 
including an appearance at the White House. Of special im- 
portance were successful debut recitals in Carnegie Recital 
Hall, New York, and Wigmore Hall, London, England. These 
concerts presented the American and English premieres of 

Harry Somers' Third Piano Sonata. 


As a lecturer, chamber musician, duo-pianist, soloist and 
adjudicator, Gregory Butler has established himself as one 

of the most diversified talents of his generation. He has 
held teaching positions at Mount Allison University, the 
Eastman School of Music and MacMurray College in Jacksonville, 
Illinois, Currently, he is Professor of Piano at the School 
of Music of the University of Windsor, Windsor, Ontario.
